Geners) Cadell telephoned tn connection with the Journal item 
of iz February 1959 in which 1 queried Ken Beliou as te whether or act 
Geasral Twining's office could review the transcript of the CLA appearance 
before the Johnsen Committes on 4 February 1959. Mz. BoLien's reply 
was that he would prefer that DOD make the request of the Committes and 
subsequently Captain Gray in Caneral Twining's office was so advised. 
General Cabell stated the Director indicated this wae an undesirable 
precedent fer us to check back with the Committee prior to making it 
available te another executive department. General Cabell wae informed 
that this iv the existing custom ead precedent aad in fact most camamittees 
would, io my opinion, regard this ae theiz perapeective since the transcript 
is theirs taken in executive secsion and may well indicate viewpeiats either 
oy questions or statecsents of varicus commities members.
